Orcliard. Cultivation. 


An orchard well managed may bo 


made to pay several times as much for 
the land occupied and the labor spent as 
the best fiold on the farm. But it will 
be a poor investment if it is neglected 
and suffered to go to ruin. Cultivation 
is indispensable to enable the soil to 
contribute its fertility to the trees. The 
surface must not be left untouched, to 
become covered with rank weeds or 
moss,, to lie bare and barren. There is 
nothing better than a crop of clover, and 
this should be permitted' to die clown 
and decay on the surface. A plow should 
never be suffered in an orc'frard. Only 
the surface should be stirred, lest the 
fine feeding roots be injured 
nnd 


tho trees checked in their growth. A 
good harrowing in the fall and two or 
three in tho summer will be all the cul- 
tivation an orchard requires.—Oole- 
man's-lliiral World.

suffrage bill cam* up in parliament it 
was defeated—175 to 153. This year it 
has passed to its second reading—828 
to 157, Commenting upon the marked 
gain in the vote, the well known news- 
paper correspondent, Harold Frederic, 
says, "The question may be one at which 
many politicians smile, but the steadily 
increasing support it receives cannot bo 
denied by any carefol student."—Es- 
phange.

Coal Dust Ignition. - 


, A proof of the remarkable ease with 


which dry coal dust may bo brought to 
ignition, even by exposure to the sun's 
rays, and also an explanation of many a 
firo at similar surf ace buildings in col- 
lieries and elswhere, in which timber, 
etc., covered with coal dust may be in 
intimate connection with heated metal 
plates, has been afforded in a .German 
colliery. The .surface works of tho col- 
liery are made chiefly of iron, the gal- 
vanized corrugated sheets which form 
the walls of the building being supported 
by strong iron girders. It became neces- 
sary to repair a pipe passing through 
one of the sheets forming a wall facing 
the south. A mechanic, pn going to re- 
move fhe layer pf eoal dnst from a girder 
close to tho 'sheet, burned his hand. Tire 
official inquiry showed that the layer of 
coal dust, which contained a large.pro- 
portion of pulverized rock, had become 
ignited along the whole length of the 
metal wall. The heat of the sun had 
struck right through and the coal, dust, 
as was proved by the layer of white ash 
on the top, had been burning for a con- 
siderable time.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

'In fact, the 
copperhead is an exact ibotuaterpart of 
its V?eat Indian relative in.eyej^'p^tio-. 
ular excepting color, the Bnakes'of thia 
group possess long, erectile poison fangs, 
which when not in use Jare pressed 
against the roof of the month, but. when 
the month is opened to bite the fangs 
'springs forward ready, for aption-.These 
fangs • are' really hollow teeth opening 
in a small hole at the tip and each con/ 
necting with a gland behind the eye 
containing a deadly fluid. Nature .has 
given the fer de lance this fluid to kill 
its prey, and- for its poison man aa 
yet has found no infallible antidote. 
. 
The fer delance, ormapepirebalsayn, 
asit is called by, the ore"61es,'frequents 
the damp-tropical forests of- the islands 
of St, Lucia, Martinique and Trinidad, 
feeding upon birds, frogs and rats. It 
goes to the sugar plantations to obtain 
rats, and thus is, intone way at least, 
of some benefit to the sugar planter.7:" 


When alarmed, this creature throws 


its body into a coil, and inflating itself 
with air glares at the object of its anger. 
At this time it vibrates its tail rapidly, 
as do most of the venomous Bnak^gf 
this group, a habit probably due to its 
close relation to the rattlesnake. If still 
further annoyed, it draws back the head 
and strikes with widely distended jaws, 
and the fangs, standing upright on the 
upper jaw, stab its tormentor if the 
'blow is true, at the same time inoculat- 
ing tho victim with their venom. This 
operation is performed in the fraction of 
a second, too quickly for the eye to fol- 
low it, and the victim into whose body 
the fluid has been injected staggers 
blindly forward and falls gasping to the 
ground, overcome by an inability to 
breathe, as the venom acts upon a set of 
nerves controlling the muscles of respira- 
tion. In the course of a few moments all 
life has left his body, tho system being 
permeated by the venom. 


Not long ago the mongoose was 


brought from India tq exterminate the 
.fer de-lance. The mongoose resembles 
in shape and size a ferret and was said 
to prey largely upon snakes. But the 
mongoose, finding iteelf in a strange 
country and not wishing to wander 
from the hands of those who had treated 
it so tenderly during- its trip, confined 
its attacks upon the chicken yards of the 
towns, and tho mapepire still 'rules the 
interior of tho islands. The mongoose 
became merely another pest of the is- 
landers, who Tfl'ust endure, besides the 
presence of roaches three inches long, 
gigantic spiders, scorpious and centi- 
peds, not to mention the smaller crea- 
tures -which swarm in tropical regions. 
History records this occurrence in Mar- 
tinique: 


A wealthy resilient near the coast, be- 


ing visited by some foreign guests, de- 
cided to give a banquet in their honor. 
His spacious grounds were illuminated 
for the occasion with many fancy lan- 
terns. The guests assembled for the oc- 
casion, and soon 'their conversation and 
laughter, mingling with the musio of a 
string orchestra, changed the silent 
grounds into a scone of festivity. But 
amoug the branches of the. trees and in 
the thick foliage of the palms other 
guests \yere surveying the scene with 
menacing eyes. These guests were not 
clad in broadcloth or fine silks, but in 
coats of velvety greeu. scales, and their 
catlike eyes -watched every movement of 
the merry party. 


When the musicians announced the 


beginning of the banquet, the men and 
women went indoors, und tho uninvited 
guests took sole possession of the gar- 
dens. They were soon gliding, slowly 
up and down the leafy paths and coil- 
ing their scaly bodies upon the rustic 
benches. When the men and women re- 
turned for a stroll in the coo! night air, 
they found on all sides the dreaded fer 
de lance, and before sufficient warning 
could be given 17 hadbeen stabbed with 
the fangs of these dreaded creatures. ~
